Fitzhugh’s Eloquence in De-

Had Noticeable Effect. 


JURORS GIVEN WARRING. 
AGAINST SYMPATHY PLEA 


Fitzhugh Asks What Sort of 
Sympathy Coopers Showed 
Mrs. Carmack When They 
Killed Her Husband — His 
Speech Described as Elo- 
quent Even by Judge Hart. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 8.—After Cap. 
tain Fitzhugh had completed the open- 
ing argument for the state this after- 
' noon in the case against Colonel Dun- 
can B. and Robin. J. Cooper and John 
DD. Sharp, charged with the murder of 
former United States Senator E. W. 
Carmack, Judge William Hart ordered 
the jury withdrawn, and said: 

“T asked the audience to remain until 
after the jury was dismissed, in order 
that I might de something I never did 
before. 1] want to thank you for the 
splendid order preserved today. In spite 
of the splendid bursts of eloquence 
from the speaker, there has not been 
a single demonstration, and the court 
is thankful to vou for making his task 
an easy one. You may go now, but re. 
turn early tomorrow..and remember 
that the warning I gave you this morn- 
ing against any demonstration holds 
good tomorrow, too.” 

Fitzhugh Moved the Jury. 

Captain Fitzhugh made a strong and 
striking argument. It lasted over five 
hours, and when he concluded he was 
exhausted. The court room was packed 
to suffocation, the ventilation was poor, 
and even the spectators felt the effects 
of the vitiated atmosphere. Fitzhugh 
is a dramatic orator, arid his exertions 
left: him nearly a physica! wreck when 
he concluded.

argument and bitter invective, and it. 


had a noticeable effect upon the jurors, 
who leaned forward and listened 
breathlesely to every word spoken. 

Fitzhugh eas a close friend of Sen- 
ator Carmack, and he is in the case at 
the special request of Mrs. Carmack. 
His peroration was espectally dramatic. 

‘There will be many arguments made 
to you,” he said, “to touch your heart. 
You will be asked to be generous and 
sympathetic. They will talk to you of 
this ‘boy. Why, gentlemen, he is 27 
years old, and some of the greatest 
achievements of men have been accom- 
plished before a man is 30, and they 
will point to” Colonel Cooper as a gen- 
tleman of the old school, as the ‘last 
flower of the old sowthern, chivalry.’ 
Do you beligve it? 

Why Didn’t Coopers Have Mercy? 

“Was he a gentleman when he used 
that awful] laneauage in the presence of 
Miss Lee? And when they talk to 
you of sympathy, just look over there. 
You see in sable garments the widow 
of E. W. Carmack. You see on her 
arm the 10-year-old boy who was the 
pride of E. W. Carmack’s life. Did 
Duncan Cooper or Robin Cooper think 
of this widow or this boy when they 
shot down the husband or the father? 

“Would it not have been hetter if 
Robin Cooper, instead of shooting the 
senator, had said to his father, ‘Father, 
do not kil! the father of this little boy: 
do not siay the husband of this fond 
wife,’ but he did not. 

“The question to be decided is wheth- 
er or not the law is to be enforced. 
That question is to be decided by you. 
If murder is to be committed in the 
streets of our cities without fear of 
punishment, can you tell who will be 
the next victim? The very liberty of 
the press is at stake, the security of 
the Gommon people. It all rests with 
you, and into your hands I place it 
unreservedly. Gentlemen, I thank you.” 

An immense throng pathered 
early and there was quite the 
old-time rush for seats when 
the doors were opened at 7 o'clock. A 
local. lawyer says that all Tennesseans 
are either orators or love oratory. The 
brightest minds at the bar of the state 
are engaged upon one side or the other 
of this case, and the only regret ex- 
pressed is that only three attorneys of 
each side are to speak. 

Fully half the audience was com-

Judge Warng Against Demonstration. 

As soon as court opened, Judge Hart 
warned the penrenes against any dem- 
onstration. 

“I have been tena” he said, “that 
some people have been brought here to 
express approval or disapproval. I can 
scarcely believe kt. But I want to say 
that anyone who applauds or. hisses or 
comments upon the argument wili wish 
he or she had never done it. I realize 
the immense interest felt in the result, 


and I want to gratify i, but the con-, 


duct: of the audience must be séeemly 
and decorous. You may proceed, gen- 
tlemen.”’

EUGENE P. BLACK. 
He Died Last Night. 


AT FINAL RES 


Death Comes From At: 
tack of Pneumonia.» 


Splendid Fight for Life, Last- 
ing for a Number of Weeks, 
at Last Ends—The Funeral 
Arrangements Not Yet An- 
nounced. : 


After a fight with death which lasted 
more than six weeks, BHugene P. Bldck, 
one of the best-known men of the city, 
died last night at 7:40 o'clock at the 
residence of his son, Charles H. Black, 
On Peachtree road. Death was not un- 
expected. : 

Mr.. Black was attacked with pneu- 
monia almost two months ago. His 
condition grew rapidly worse, and ina 
short time his life was dispaired of. 
However, ‘he rallied and fought bravely 
for his life. The fight was prolonged 
through several weeks, the patient 
growing weaker and stronger by turns. 
Last week, however,.he sank rapidly 
for an entire day, and it was feared 
that the end had come. He rallied 
again, however, but never regained the 
ground lost. 

For the last thirty-six hours before 
his death he sank gradually until the 
-~end came. 

Sketeh of Mr. Black. 
Eugene Pinckard Black was. born ir 


Marion county on April 23, 1846, and 
had he lived until his next birthday 
would have been sixty-four years of age. 
After receiving his common school edu- 
cation at the country school house near 
his home, where he preparéd for Em- 
ory, he entered that historic college when 
slightly over fifteen years of age. 

War came on and he gave up his booKs 
to take up his bayonet and enlisted as 
a private in Doles Cook brigade in 186i, 
and served through the war. He was 
made a staff officer soon after he en- 
listed, and served with credit during that 
trying period. He was in a number of 


though slightly. After the war he re- 
turned to Georgia and made his home on 
a farm, which he ran, near Americus, 

It was in the year following the close 
of the war that he married Miss Zach 
Harman, the daughter of Colonel Zach 
E. Harman, which union was blessed 
with three sons, all living—William H. 
Black, of New York city, a prominent 
lawyer there; Eugene Black, a member 
of the law firm of McDaniel, Alston & 
Black, of Atlanta, and Charles H. Black, 
who is a member of the real estate firm 
of E. P. Black & Son, with‘officeg in the 
Empire building. 

In 1868 Mr. Black moved to Atlanta 
with his family and for the past ‘forty- 
one years had been one of the most 
prominent citizens in the city, and had 
contributed as much as any other pio- 
neer to its progress and growth. 

Engaged in Real Estate. 

When he came to Atlanta it was as a 
clerk for the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road. His close application to business 
and his splendid ability won for him 
rapid promotion, until he was made 
general agent for this road, with head- 
quarters in Atlanta. 

Seeing the wonderful possibilities in 
Atlanta real estate, Mr. Black left the 
railroad colony in !894 to engage in the 
real estate business. 

His keen foresight into the real estate 
values of the city and his intuitive 
knowledge of the direction of Atlanta’s 
growth were instrumental in making for 
him a deserved reputation as an at- 
thority on land values, and served to 
accumulate for him his fortune. 

He had been a member of the board 
of directors of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company since its reorganiza- 
tidm, and had been the means“of butid- 
ing up, to a large extent, the wonderful 
system.now operated by this company. 
His knowledge of Atlanta, its possibili- 
ties and. the Lines of. its. development 
proved of invaluable assistance. 

A member of Atlanta camp, 159, United 
Confederate Veterans, he was always 
actively identified with those who wore 
the gray. Mr. Black was associated 
with practically all of the undertakings 
in recent years which: have looked to 
the betterment of the city and the 
growth of the place which hag long 
claimed him as one of her pioneer and 
most highly esteemed citizens.

Little Rock, Ark., March 8.—Four per- 
s0ms are reported dead and a number 
injured, as*the result of a violent storm 
which swept through western, eastern 
and southern Arkansas late this after- 
noon and tonight. 


Three are reported to have been kill- ' 
ed at Brinkley, and dispatches at 
midnight on the only wire in operation 
between that place and Little Rock, a 
railroad wire, were to the effect that 
the town was in flames, and its com-. 
plete destruction seemed inevitable. 

Wires Are Down, 

Wires are down throughout the state, 
and only meager reports have reached 
Little Rock thus far. . 

At midnight a special train, bearing 
physicians and nurses and the fire- 
fighting apparatus of that \place, was 
started from Forkest City for Brinkley.

Train Is Lost. 

A Cotton Belt passenger train, due in 
Little Rock at 6:30 o’clock tonight, is 
lost in the vicinity of Baucum, where 
a tornado struck, and is reported to 
have been swept off the track. Another: 
report is to the effect that the train 
was struck by lightning. Railroad offi- 
cials in LAttle Rock have been en- 
ceavoring to locate the train for hours, 
but have been unable to do so, 

A tognado struck at Fourche dam at 
6 o'clock this afternoon, within 5 miles 
of Little Rock, killing a negro boy and 
injuring other negroes. Two houses were 


demolished and one was completely de- 


stroyed by fire-after it had been blown 
to bits. Several megroes are reported to 
be fatally hurt. 

Tornado Caused Waterspont. 

The tornado crossed the Arkansas river 
at Fourche dam and raised a spout of 
water about 200 feet high. It traveled 
toward the northeast dnd swept a clean 
path about 60 yards wide. It was im- 
possible to get any definite reports from 
that vicinity tonight. The tornado was 
followed by a violent hail and rain 
storm, which kept up throughout the 
night. 

The same tornado passed into Bau- 
cum, where the extent of the damage is 
also unknown, and from tkere to Kerrs, 
in Lonoke country, where several homes 
were demolished, and E. B. Adams, a 
farmer, wag seriously, if not fatally, iIn- 
jured. 

He, with his wife, son and three 
others were in the house at the time 
of the storm. They were buried i 
the debris, but all escaped alive. The

considerably reduced. 

Steel Tariff Reduced, 

While no figures were obtainable re- 
garding the steel schedule, it was 
stated on the same authority that swb- 
stantial reduction on the duty of steel 
rails, tools and similar products, is 
provided for. A duty of 4 cents a 
pound on coffee is levied. This is by 
way of compromise with the Porte 
Ricans, who demanded a tax of 6 cents 
a pound. 

Whisky and baer will remain as they 
are at present, if the subcommittee 
recommendations are enacted into law.

Kansas City, Mo., March 8.—Missouri’s 
2-cent passenger and maximum freight 
laws were nullified by a decision handed 


“down here today in the United States 


district court, by Judge Smith MaPher- 
son, of Red Oak, Iowa. As a result, it 
is believed there wtll be a quick return 
in Missouri to 3-cent fares, and Frank 
Hagerman, for the eighteen companies 
involved, asserts today’s decision sounds 
the death-knell of the @-cent rate in 
every state in the union. 

Judge MicPherson held that both the 
commodity and passenger laws were 
confiscatory and unconstitutional, and 
Mr. Hagerman declared { is not con- 
ceivable that if the 2-cent rate ie con- 
fiscattory in Missounl, it can be com- 
puisory in other states. 

The state, on the other hand, declared 
emphatically that Missourt's fight for 
lower rates would continue. 

Appeal to Be Taken. 

Ehiiot W. Major, the newly-elected at- 
tofney general, who succe@ded Herbert 
Hadley to that office, and was in 
court today when the decision was read, 
said an appeal would be taken, and that 
the present legislature would be asked to 
pase new rate laws that would sand 
the test of the courts.

investment, or whether such traffic is 
carried at a loss or less than such 
reasonable profit. The court has 
reached the conclusion that upon this 
question the statutory rates fixed by 
either and both statutes are not re- 
munerative.”’ 

Reasons for Conclusion. 

In giving the reasons for such con- 
clusions, the decision says: 

“The unquestioned and undoubted 
rule is that there is a presumption both 
of fact and of law in favor of the valid- 
ity of every legislative enactment. The 
railway companies have the burden of 
removing this presumption, and show- 
ig that the statute clearly, or ag some 
courts Say, palpably, and others say, 
beyond a reasonable doubt, that the 
statute is invalid. In these cases” the 
court has recognized this rule. The 
authorities upon this question form a 
long and unbroken line, with the sin- 
gle exception of the majority opinion 
in the Pennsylvania case decided a year 
ago. (68 Atl. Rep. 676.) And that one 
authority is not persuasive. 

“AH testimony and argument bearing 
upon the question as to what considera- 
tion the legislature of Missouri gave to 
these enactments is utterly immaterial. 
Much was said in argument as to the 
message of Governor Hughes, of New 
York, two years ago in declining to 
approve the 2-cent fare statute of that 
State. Governor Hughes had the moral 
courage to veto a measure of popular 
favor because, as he believed, the ques- 
tion had not been fully considered. But 
the relations of a governor to proposed 
legislation and those of a court to 
legislation consummated are entirely 
different. ' 

Entire System Not Involved. 


“Most off laymen and many lawyers 
believe that the question is whether the 
railway company as a system ifs earning 
sufficient revenue upon the value of the 
pr rty of the system. They believe 
th if the Buriington, Santa Fe, 
Wabash or any other railroad system 
is earning such money as will pay all 
charges and expenses, including taxes 
and interest, with reasonable dividends 
to the stockholders, that state rates for 
state business must stand. Of course

“The supreme court dufing the pres- 
ent year, in the case of City of New 
York v. Consolidated Gas Company of 
New York, decided that 6 per cent was 
fair and right to be given to the own- 
érs upon the true valuation. My opinion 
is that, while a gas plant is in some 
respects different from a railroad, that 
a railroad property, properly built, and 
properly managed, should, over and 
above expenses, make a return of 6 per 
cent per annum, And, considering all the 


evidence, the evidence fairly shows that 


economically Duilt and are being prop- 
erly and economically managed, and 
that, after paying the expenses for 
maintenance and operation, that there 
is less than 6 per cent of return, ' and 
not more than 3 per cent upon any of 
them, and as to some of them, a deficit, 
taking the property as above stated 
within the state of Missouri at its fair 
Valuation. 


Not Over 3 Per Cent. 

“And this is so without reference to 
bonds, because in no case do the bonds 
bear 6 per cent interest. But taking the 
bonds into consideration, there is still 
not to exceed 3 per cent return and many 
cases a deficit after considering all 
debits and credits, upon the true valu- 
ation for the state business. There is 
no evidence that any of the existing 
bonds were improperly issued, eittrer as 
to amounts or rates«of interest. In fix- 
ing the value the court has considered 
the evidence of witnesses as to the stocKs 
and bonds outstanding, and the state 
board for taxing purposes has valued 
these properties. Of course, those find- 


ings are not binding nor conclusive, but 
they are persuasive. But independently 
of stocks and bonds, and independently of 
what the state board’ has valued these 
properties for taxing purposes, the evi- 
dence shows the valuations to be ag re- 
cited in the findings of fact herewith 
filed, and to which reference wil] be 
made in the decrees. : 
“It is absolutely necessary that many 
trains, both passenger and freight, do 
‘both a local and interstate business. 
Even the fast trains stopping at but 
few stations in the state carry state 
passengers between south stations. And 


all of these roads were properly and

carrying freight both in 
than ¢arload iots. 


Valuation of the Roads. 

“The valuation of the roads has been 
fixed by the court as shown by the find- 
ings of fact. The entire state and in-. 
térstate earnings of each of the roads 
within the state is known and fixed to 
a certainty. .The expenses are Known 
and fixed. To apportion these expenses, 
must be done according to one of the 
two theories, and the correct theory is 
that according to revenue. One theory 
or other must be applied to both freight 
and passenger expenses, and the court 
should not adopt one theory as to 
part and the other theory as to another, 
The one theory is helpful to the one side, 
and the other theory helpful to the other 
side, the one theory to the one side in 
freight, and the other theory to the other 
side in passenger. But an arbitrary 
splitting of theories is illogical and un- 
fair and cannot be recognized. The court 
has adopted the revenue theory because 
a great number of the best railroad ex- 
perts of the country, against a very lim- 
ited number to the contrary, have so 
testified. Every court that has ever had 
this question before it, in so far as l 
am advised by the briefs of counsel and 
and my own independent investigation, 
has so held in the cases of the supreme 
court of the United States; in the two 
cases, by two circuit judges of this cir- 
cuit; by three district judges of this cir- 
cuit, and, by the supreme court of Fior- 
ida, State v. Atlantic Coast Line. And 
Beale & Wyman on railroad rates reg- 
ulation announce such as being the cor- 
rect rule. The value of the property 
within the state have been fixed by the 
court. The entire earnings within the 
state, interstate and state, freight, pas- 
senger and miscellaneous of each, have 
been fixed. The entire expense is known, 
including the extra cost of each. To 
ascertain whether the result ‘is a profit, 
and, if so, what per cent, or a loss, is 
but a problem of primary arithmetic, as 
is shown by Judge Van Deventer, in 
Arkansas rate cases. There are other 
methods equally simple, the resultant 
figures, of course, being the same, These 
computations show as to the commodi- 
ties covered by the freight rate statute 
of 1907, that two roads, the Hannibal 
and St, Louis and the Burlington, al- 
lowing nothing for extra cost, there is a 
deficit, and with all other companies 
less than 2 per cent. But with the extra 
cost added, the deficit for the two com- 
panies is much greater, and the other 
companies show a deficit. 

The Passenger Earnings. 

“The passenger earnings under the 2- 
cent fare law of 1907, allowing nothing 
for extra cost over interstate business, 
give no return whatever to the Rock 
Island, St. Louis and Hannibal, Kansas 
City, Clinton and Springfield and the 
Great Western.. The other companies 
will have the following: The St. Louis 
cent; the Burlington, between 3 and 4 
cent; the Santa Fe, between 4 and 5 per 
cent; the Kansas City Southern, a small 
fraction over 2 per cent; the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, between 2 and 3 per 
cent; the uBrlington, between 3 and 4 
per cent. uBt all this is arrived at by 
allowing no extra cost of service. But 
to add the extra cost for freight and 
passenger, there are no earnings over 
expenses. This is confiscation under the 
constitution. 

“It being a legislative act and not a 
judicial one, this court cannot fix rates. 
If it could, 2%-cent passenger’ rates 
would be fixed for the stronger roads 
and 3 for the others. But that is for 
the legislature acting itself with ex- 
perts, such as the state employed in 
these cases, or through a commission 
with like assistance.’’ 

Judge McPherson also says in the de- 
cision: ‘‘When the statutes in question 
were enacted, it wag believed by many 
that by reducing the fare there would 
be much more travel. For a month or 
so this proved to be true. But with the 
novelty gone, the testimony shows that 
the increase has been less than, 3 per 
cent and more nearly |! per cent.”’ 

He says further as to the abolition of 
passses that the evidence shows the 
passenger revenue is increased by rea- 
son thereof less than ! per cent.

Hadley, who, as attorney gen- 
eral, had begun the cases, spoke for 
the state, Mr. Hagerman made the prin- 
cipal argument for the railroads, and 
a dozen other attorneys of prominence 
took part. 

After the decision had been handed 
Gown the views of the attorneys of 
both sides of the controversy were 
sought, as to what immediate effect the 
opinion would have. While several 
railway attorneys intimated that the 
individual railroads soon would go back 
to the 3-cent passenger rates, none was 
able to state specifically that this would 
be done, or if done, when the action 
would be taken. 

Fight Not Ended.

Letter Written by Roosevelt 
Shows He Wanted United 


States to Interfere in Venez- 


ica and in Other Places. 


yto be the views of Theodore Roosevelt 
of the attitude of the United States 
concerning Hayti, as expressed during 
his incumbency on December 4 last, is 
contained today in a special cable dis- 
patch from Kingston, Jamaica, quoting 
a letter which Mr. Roosevelt wrote to 
Sir Harry H. Johnson, the _ British 
traveler and scientist and student of 
the negro question. 

In the:letter Colonel Roosevelt, the

That the manufacturers 
and other large interests are demand- 
ing early tariff legislation, and that 
the business conditions of the country 
are necessarily unsettled until the 
tariff schedules are finally fixed by con- 
gress were the ppincipal reasons given 
for the desire to permit nothing to in- 
terfere with prompt action by congress 
at the special session.

President Taft told the tariff framers 
last Saturday that his special message 
on tariff revision would contain no 
reference to specific schedules. Mr. 
Taft, however, has made a consistent 
fight for a genuine revision of the 
tariff, and has let it be known in many 
ways.that he would be satisfied with 
nothing less.

Death, it is be- 
lieved, came Friday night. Heart failure 
ig the cause ascribed by the coroner's 
jury. Mrs. Condon had been living at 
her Spring street home for only a few 


days, 

The body was found shortly after !0 
o'clock, when Police Officer J. W. Hol- 
linsworth, summoned by neighbors who 
jhad become sugpicious, forced his Way 
into the house, which wag closely shut- 
tered and locked. The dead woman was 
found in a bed room on the second 
floor. A copy of an afternoon paper of 
March 4 was in her hand. She was 
lying partly on her face when found. A 
quantity of blood on the pillow showed 
evidences of a hemorrhage. The body 
was in an advanced stage of decompo- 
sition. 

Coroner Holds Inquest. 

At the inquest, neighbors testified they 
saw Mrs. Condon for the last time Fri- 
day afternoon. At the time she was 
engaged in moving a portion of ‘her fur- 
niture into her new bome. She instruct- 
ed several workmen in her employ to 
return Saturday morning. 

Nothing was thought of the matter un- 
til Saturday night when a light was 
noticed in Mrs. Condon's bedroom at a 
late hour. On Sunday night, again the 
light was noticed after !2 o’clock and 
surprise was expressed. Monday morning 
when there was still no sign of Mrs. 
Condon, the police were notified. 

Mr. ,Bond, of Greenberg, Bond & 
Bloomfield, testified as to the condition 
of the body. There were no signs of 
violence and. from the position of the 
body, Mr. Bond believed thag death came 
from natural causes. 

Relatives and acquaintances of the de- 
ceased were then called to testify. <Ac- 
cording to the evidence, the deceased 
Was subject to attacks dated back for 
a number of years. 

With the evidence in, a verdict attrib- 
uting the death to natural causes was re- 
turned. 

The deceased was well known in the 
business circles of the city, having been 
for a number of years the head of the 
Condon Art Studio. In 1899, she mar- 
ried Ambrose L. Hendrick, a traveling 
man of this city. In January last, she 
filed a petition for total divorce from 
Hendrick, setting up habitual drunk- 
enness and cruel treatment as the 
grounds for her petition. Among other 
things, she charged wer husband with 
having threatened to kill her, drawing a 
pistol on her at the time. 

Hendrick, who, after his marriage, en- 
tered the real estate business, is alleged 
to be living in Oklahoma at the present. 
From another source, however, comes 
the report that he is now in the city, 
having been seen within the past week. 

The deceased had no relatives in this 
city, so far as can be ascertained, A 
sister who lives in Illinois and a niece 
now living in Louisville, are her only 
known relatives. 

The body was removed to the under- 
taking parlorg of Greenberg, Bond & 
Bloomfield, where it is held pending an 
effort to locate relatives.

NO GROWTH IN TWENTY YEARS. 


in a communication commending The Constitution’s recent editorial pro 
test against the special privileges granted to Nashville by the railroads in 
connection with the grain trade, Mr. W. L. Fain calls attention to the fact 
that the growth of this trade in Atlanta during the last twenty years has 
been only the increase in jocal consumption. 

In other words, Atlanta’s grain trade territory is practically the same 
today that it was two decades ago, solely because, through railroad conces- 
sions, Nashville is given an artificial monopoly to whieh she is no more 
entitled in reason or justice than Tuskegee or Tupelo. 

What Mr. Fain says of Atlanta’s grain territory is true of that naturally 
surrounding and contiguous to every other city in Georgia which is supposed 
to possess and enjoy the advan‘ages of railroad competition.

Des Moines, la., March 8.—(Special.)— 
Stop a Des Moines citizen on the street 
and ask ‘him what he thinks of the 
commission form of government, and 
he'll stick out his hand and say, 
“Shake!” Sit down in this home or in 
his office to spend a half-hour and he’ll 
devote twenty -minutes of the time tell- 
ing you how the Des Moines plan has 
emancipated the city government from 
graft and greed. He will tell you that 
graft in its virulent form, such as 
Pittsburg suffered, did not exist, but 
that petty graft was abundant. And 
he'll tell you he’ bet hts pile that not 
a semblance of it exists now. Des 
Moines is happy with the change. 

Less than one year now, the Des 
Moines plan, which is a revision of the 
Galveston plan, has been in operation. 
The change it has worked in civic af- 
fairs is remarkable. Imagine @ city hall ig 
which is never visited by politicians; 
imegine a seasion of the council when 
important contracts are to be let, at- 
tended by no “wire pullers;” imagine a 
dozen vacancies on the police force and 
no ‘“‘ward heelers” seeking to control the 
appointments; imagine a city controlled 
in the same way great corporations con- 
trol their plants—by capable superintend- 
ents in each department; think of these 
things and some idea is gained of the 
way Des Moines is governed. 

Iowa’s capital city, like most large 
municipalities, has suffered in the years 
gone by from “too much politics.” Pol- 
ities directed the actions of the mayor, 
Politics controlled the movements of the 
board of public works. Politics let the 
franchises, 


| 
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out the contracts. Politics was the 
primary, never-ending factor that ruled 
the city. Contractors fatted on the 
spoils doled-out by their friends in the 
council. Biection pledges were paid 
with jobs. 

(Moines knew that the ward sys- 
tem of electing councilmen was vicious. 
Its council was practically controlled by 
contractors, who were willing to spend 
money to get their choice of candidates 
elected, expecting favors to be returned 
when their men were in office. They 
made the campaigns lively. Good citizens 
oftentimes held back because of the 
quarrels in the council which were con- 
stantly being paraded in the newspapers. 

Conditions Were Intolerable. 

Conditions became so bad as to be in- 
tolerable. Des Moines was disgusted 
—worn out with the constant bickering. 
It hooked about for a remedy. Just at 
this time, James G, Berryhill, a million- 
aire hwmiberman, had occasion to visit 
Galveston. He became interested in the 
commission plan. He studied it, and 
came back filled with enthusiasm. He 
told his friends about it. They became 
interested. Mr. Berryhill talked with 
members of the Commercial Club. A 
meetihg was called and tif lumberman 
told what the had learned. . The business 
men grasped at the proposition like a 
drowning man might grasp at a straw. 
More meetings were held. The plan was 
discussed in all its phases. 

As a resifit, a committee was ap- 
pointed to draft a law for presentation 
to the legisiature, giving the city au- 
thority to adopt the plan. A campaign 
of education was begun. But politically 
tired, Des Moines found little opposi- 
tion to the bill it wanted passed, and 
the legislature passed it. An election 
was theld June 20, 1907, and Des 


distributed the jobs, gave. 


| Moines voted to change to the’ commis- 


sion plain, 
Making Slates. 

No sooner was the result of the elee- 
tion announced than politicians of the 
city began making their “slates” of can- 
didates. ‘Systematic work was begun 
to elect the men on these “slates.” But 
for the first time in the history of the 
city, the politicians encountered trou- 
ble. The Des Moines plan permitted 
anyone to become a candidate. The “old 
ring” no sooner got one slate fixed than 
some men or some half-dozen men right 
in. the-localities where their candidates 
were strongest, bobbed up and announced 
themselves as candidates. The resuit 
was that slate after sidte was ruined. 
Forty-seven candidates announced them- 
setves for places as commissioners, They 
were to be voted on at.a primary. The 
eight receiving the highest number of 
votes would be voted on at a subse- 
quent election, and the four receiving the 
largest number of votes would be de- 
clared elected. For mayor, the two 
highest would also be voted on at the 
subsequent election. 

At the primary, the politicians did 
manage to name one slate. And then 
Des Moines rose up in its wrath. The 
better element of the city was ready 
for a fight. So were the politicians, and 
the flercest political bettle ever waged 
in Iowa’s capital city ensued. Every 
influence that could be exerted was ex- 
erted. WBDvery ounce of energy that 
could be used was used. The battle went 
to “blood heat.” Such en outcry against 
*‘politics’’ was never heard in the city 
before. 

Smashing. the Slates. 

When the election was held two weeks 
later, the machine slate was smashed to 
smithereens. The. freeholders simply 
annihilated it beyond recognition. In 
place of E. W. Waterbury, a wealthy 
manufacturer, whom -the politicians 
‘were backing for mayor, the people 
elected A. J. Mathis, then police judge. 
In place of Charles Wirt, wealthy coal 
dealer, they elected J. Wesley Ash, a 
coal miner, who was known to be a 
conservative, deap-thinking, capable man. 
In place of J. R. Hanna, instructor in 
political economy at Highland Park col- 
lege, they elected John Mac Vicar, sec- 
retary of the National League of Ameri- 
Can Municipalities. Byron A, -Walker, 
wealthy real estate dealer, kave way to 
Charles W. Schramm, a iformer city as- 
‘Sessor and grocer, and Harry  FEivans, 
lawyer, lost to John IL. Hamery, a 
painter. 

‘The very fact that a candidate 
backed by any politician or clique of 
politiciais was a death blow to his 
chances for election. The object of the 
commission plan was to eliminate pol- 
itics from the city government, and Des 
Moines’ first election eliminated them ab- 
solutely. 

No. Packed Conventions. 

With the field open for any man to 
make the race, there is no chance of 
“packing’’ conventions to name candi- 
dates. In the old nominating conven- 
tions, or under the ward system of 
primaries, it is not a difficuk matter for 
Politicians to name their. candidates 
from the top of the ticket down, A well 
organized political party, could, thr@ugh 
its leading politicians, succeed in plac- 
ing whatever candidates it chose on the 
ticket. Under the commission form, 
there is no republican party, no dem- 
ocratic party, no labor ticket, but one 
general ticket on which any man can 
run. The primary is open to all. With 
the opportunity of anyone getting In the 
field, a molitical slate is practically an 
impossibility. If John Brown and Henry 
Jones want to make the race, they do 
not have to obtain the consent of “The 
Hon, Jim Jackler,” or ‘Senator Regi- 
cide Doolittle.” It’s none of their busi- 
ness.

Fitzhugh Opens for State. 

Captain Fitzhugh began the opening 
argument for the state. 

“Tl appear before you ‘for the first 
time,”’ he said, “‘yet, after our long as- 
sociation and after watching your faces, 
I feel I am no stranger to you. We are 
all citizens of this great commonwealth, 
proud of its achievements, proud of its 
honor. So, I know we are all one in a 
desire to see that law shall continue 
to be enforced and that justice and 
right shall prevail. 

“T appear before you with my mingled 
feelings of regret and pleasure—regret 
that I should have to aid in the inquiry 
into the cause of the death of my dear- 
est friend, and pleasure that that duty 
should be entrusted to such an upright 
and impartial judge and such a patient, 
honest and intelligent jury.” 

Fitzhugh then told the jury that he 
' realized how anxious the members were 
to get home, but he impressed upon 
them the responsibility that had been 
imposed upon them, and said he was 
Sure that when they returned to thelr 
homes they would do so with a con- 
sciousness of a disagreeable duty hon- 
estly performed. 

The Widow and Orphan. 

“On the afternoon of November 9 there 
was enacted upon the streets of this 
city a tragedy witich robbed a woman 
of the tenderest and most devoted of 
husbands; a boy of a loving father, and 
the commonwealth of a brilliant states- 
man, whose achievements have added 
luster and glory to the state. To you 
has been charged the duty of fixing the 
responsibility.” 

Captain Fitzhugh then read the indict- 
ment charging the three men with mur- 
der in the first degree, and explained 
what first-degree murder is. He de- 
scribed malige, premeditation and intent 
as the courts define them, and quoted 
supreme court decisions. 

“Il have shown you,” he said, “that 
it is murder when a man takes a life 
upon a sudden impulse. How much more 
is it murder. when a man’s heart is 60 
full of malice and revenge that’*he 
spends all day Sunday and most of 
Monday devising the ways and means

How Cooper Threatened Carmack. 

Captain Fitzhugh then described how. 
On Sunday night, November 8, Colonel 
D. B. Cooper was at the Tulane hotel 
to meet BD. B. Craig, and how Cooper 
made threats about Carmack to Craig, 
and how these threats were transmitted 
to the dead senator. 

“Colonel Cooper met_Craig on persona! 
business, but he brushed. the business 
aside and reveajed what was in his 
black heart. He owed his friend Craig 
money—he owed ali his friends money, 
and he never bothered about money 
owed. 

“This didn’t bother him. But he broke 
‘If my name appears in The 
Tennesseean again, Carmack or I must 
die.’ 

“Think of it, gentlemen, this man, who 
is a self-confessed lobbyist for a rail- 
road; this man, who is charged by repu- 
table men with having embezzled money 
intrusted to his care; this man, whose 
name has been bandied about the state;. 
this man, whose dark and devious ways 
have now been uncovered, dared to send 
to an honest and upright journalist tne 
threat that if his name appeared in The 
Tennessean again one of them must die. 
Think of it! 

“And when the tragedy was over, the 
defendants began to look for a cause, 
for an excuse. Their attorneys searched 
the stenographic records. They exam- 
ined the joint debates between Carmack 
and Patterson. And what did they find? 
That Carmack had referred to ‘That 
little baldheaded angel, Dunc Cooper,’ 
had asked did the ange) ‘come from 
above or from below, and ‘was there 
the smell of sulphur on his wings?’ 

‘ls that reason enough to kill « man? 
All this was prior to June 27, and yet he 
scnt no notes and raved no ravings. 

“Why, gentlemen, Harriman, Rocke- 
feller and Morgan are private citizens. 
They never held an office, but we know 
they exercise a powerful influence in 
public office. Their names appear daily 
in the public press. Yet, who ever heard 
of one of these men demanding that his 
name be omitted? Who ever heard of 
one of these men hunting down an editor 
and assassinating him on the street? 
Why, gentlemen, they have never even 
challenged the right of the press to use 
their names, for they know better. it 
is the duty of the press to keep the pub- 
lic informed, and Colonel Cooper, when 
in polifics, made it the duty of the 
press to watch him.’’ 


When Cooper Became Angered. 

The speaker told how Cooper never ob- 
jected to the alleged remarks of Car- 
mack. during the campaign and didn’t 
object until after the ,murder. But 
after Carmack became editor of The 
Tennessean, Cooper became suddenly an. 
gered. 

“He told his son that ‘Day after day 
his name was used’in The Tennessean 
and that Carmack was shooting poisoned 
arrows at him every day, and that it 
was becoming unendurable.’ Let us see. 
Robin Cooper, his son, saye he never 
saw them. His brother-in-law, James 
C. Bradford, never saw them. Who did 
see them? They brought only three 
editorials in here, and one of them was 
written October 21, entitled ‘An Awful 
Threat.’ 

“He objected to this because his name 
was mentioned in connection with Ban 
Murray and two others. One of these 
he swore had been indicted and convict- 
ed and the other, he said, was a gambler, 
He had to admit the next day the man 
he thought was indicted had not been. 
Colonel Cooper, himself, was not so care- 
ful in making charges. And so for the 
gambiing, why, the colonel has been a 
gambler himself and won and lost large 
sums. But it is not on record that he 
ever paid a debt out of his large win- 
nings, and the man who he says is a 
gambier does pay his debts. 

Never Mentioned Cooper's Name. 

“Now, the second editorial appeared 
the same day, and it never mentioned 
Cooper's mame; it simply attagked the 


machine. Cooper, in his note to Car- 
mack, said: ‘I am a private citizen,’ 
yet as soon as the machine is mentioned, 
this private citizen roars out in anger, 


killing.

Any record here, gentlemen, of 
the otherg referred to going out and 
shooting the man who wrote it?” 

The third editorial produced by the 
defense appeared on Sunday, November 
8, and was entitled, “Across the Bloody 
Chasm.” This editorial simply repeats 
the charges that Governor Patterson 
and Governor Cox had made against 
one other, and asys Colonel Cooper is 
entitled to credit for bringing the men 
together. Sha: 

“Colonel Cooper in his cross-examina- 
tion says this reconciliation was a com- 
mendable thing; that anyone who 
brought it about was entitled to com- 
mendation, yet he wants to kill the man 
who gives him credit for doing a. com- 
mendable thing. 5 3 

“All these things had been printed in 
other papers and Colonel Cooper admit- 
ted it. Yet he never grew angry at any 
other editor—only Carmack. 

“But we come to the day before the 
Colonel Cooper wrote some 
notes—but the defense does not produce 
them. They lose them. There is no 
original, but at last an alleged copy of 
a copy is produced for your inspection.” 
What Craig Said of Cooper. 

Fitzhugh went into detail on the notes 
and then passed to the interview wiiu 
ex-Treasurer E. B. Craig. 

“You know Ed Craig—as honest a man 
as ever lived. He swears Colone] Cooper 
said: ‘If my name appears in The Ten- 
nessean again, one of us must die.’ 
Colonel Cooper, swearing for his life, 
says he said, ‘If my name appears in 
The Tennessean again, the town will not 
be big enough for both of us’. But who 
tells the truth? Let us see. Colonel 
Cooper went Sut and borrowed a re- 
volver. Ed Craig believed his friend's 
life was in danger and hastened to warn 


him. Now, who do yo elieve? Can 
you imagine how Ed Cayma 
he heard the threats? What ~ 


was to him? Why, he couldn’t 

that one could be so vicious as to 

a man for such trifling banter and 
doing his duty. But Craig knew—he sa 
murder in Colonel Cooper’s eyes. 

“Next we find Cooper swearing that 
Craig came back and told him that Car- 
mack was in an ugly and vicious humor, 
Craig says he never said it and could 
not have said it, because there was noth- 
ing to warrant such a statement. Why 
should Colonel Cooper swear he did say 
it? I’ll tell you, gentlemen, because he 
had to have some excuse for going out 
and arming himself an hour later. And 
the only excuse that would Rave even a 
semblance of justice was an implied 
threat.” ss 

How Cooper Stood Arraignment. 

During this bitter arraignment of Colo- 
nel Cooper, the old defendant sat quietly, 
with his eyes shut and his hands folded, 
ag though asleep. Not so his daughters, 
Stately Mrs. Burch, with tear-filled eyes, 
cast down, sat with clasped hands close 
to her brother. Mrs. Wilson, petite and 
active, watched the prosecuting attorney 
intently, her black eyes flashing angrily, 
her lips curled scornfully and her small 
hands clenched as though. she could tear 
him to pieces. Robin appeared com- 
posed and smiling. John Sharp was un- 
concerned—no mention had been made 
of him yet. 

“What next?” queried Captain Fitz- 
hugh. “Cooper says Craig came back 
and tol? him ‘That his name would not 
appear again.’ This would mean that 
Colonel Cooper’s end had been attained 
and that the trouble was over. Yet what 
does he do? He goes out and arms him- 
self with a deadly weapon. And where 
does he get it? At the Tulane hotel. 
Where did Robin get his revolver? At 
the Tulane hotel. Where did Cooper 
meet Craig? At the Tulane hotel. Where 
is the Tulane? Across the street from 
Senator Carmack’s office. Anything sig- 
nificant in this?’’ 


That Humorous Editorial. 

Captain Fitzhugh then took up the 
fourth editorial, “The Diplomat of the 
Zweibund.”’ It was introduced in the 
case by the state. This editorial credits 
Colonel Cooper with “bringing about the 
great coalition;” with “welding the pew- 
ter handle upon the wooden spoon;” with 
“grafting the dead bough upon the liv- 
ing tree and making it bloom and bour- 
geon with golden fruit;’” with making 
“playmates of the lamb and the leop- 
ard;’’ with making “boon companions of 
the spider and the fly;’’ with “making 
soda and vinegar to dwell placidly in 
the same bottle,’ and with “teaching ol! 
and water how they might agree,” and 
closed with the expression, ‘“‘To Major 
Duncan Brown Cooper, the great diplo- 
mat of the political zweibund, be all 
honor and glory forever.’’ 

Captain Fitzhugh explained the edito- 
rial word by word, and showed that it 
was humorous and bantering. — 

“And, gentlemen, this editorial appear- 
ed on Monday morning, November 9, and 
before the sun set that night, the bril- 
liant Edward W. Carmack had been 
slain for writing it.”’ 

Captain Fitzhugh calied the jury’s at- 
tention to Colonel Cooper’s exclamation: 
“Then, by God, this note goes.’ 
Wanted to Take Carmack Unawares. 

“But it did not go. Why? Because they 
wanted to catch Carmack off his guard,’’ 
declared the attorney dramatically. 
“Robin Cooper, reading that note, told 
his father Senator Carmack would re- 
sent it, and the colonel, running his 
hand down into his pocket, said, ‘I have 
this to protect myself,’ and displayed hs 


because it would have made Carmack 
believe that there was trouble and would 
have put him on his guerd. 

‘“They teN you that they wanted 
peace, though at noon that day Colonel 
Cooper’s own daughter, frantic with 
terror and wild with anxiety, tele- 
phoned Dr. Witherspoon that her father 
‘was armed and threatening to kil! 
Senator Carmack on sight,’ and the 
young woman ,<id everything in her 
power to avoid the trouble, be it said

Cooper Forgot Miss Lee. 

“They do not dare have the, colonel 
back at Bradford's office that ddy at i!

pled upon. Ghe says Colonel Cooper 
was there, and used’ language so vile 
that she would not soil or pollute her 
pure lips by @peaking it, and wrote it 
only under compuision. And you saw 
how ehe shrank and covered her face as 
the words were read.. Those are the 
words used by this spark of the old 
chivairy, this type of an old southern 
gentieman, in the presence of a virtuous, 
“elpless girl. God! Are you not ashamed 
of such a man? 

“But the significant part in this stage 
of the affair was that the only thing 
attempted was to keep Cooper from 
sending that note. Was any attempt 
made to disarm the Coopers? Was any 
attempt made to notify Carmack of the 
Change of heart? Was any attempt 
made to notify Carmack that the note 
Craig told him would be sent to him, 
was not to be sent? No. The sole ef- 
fort was to keep that note away from 
Carmack.”

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‘That Conference in Bradford's Office. 


Captain Fitzhugh next took up the 
conference in Bradford’s. office, and 
analyzed it. He laid especial stress 
upon the testimony that Colonel Cooper 
Was not recalled to the telephone after 
he had left the affice, that there was a 
telephione from the governor, and that 
thereafter there was no excuse for the 
Coopers to be on Seventh avenue that 
afternoon, unless they went up there 
to lay in wait for Senator Carmack, 
who was wont to pass that way about 
4 p. mm. every day on his way to his 
apartments. The attorney then followed 
the Coopers up the street, commented 
upon the significance of their meeting

of the story that they invited him to 
accompany them toa private conference 
with the governor. He also pointed dut 
how, after Colonel Cooper had promised 
hie son, his brother-in-law and Govern- 
or Patterson, according to his own 
testimony, that the would keep away 
from Senator Carmack, he puiled away 
from his son and sought the senator 
out. 

“In the name of God,” he exclaimed,

In Matter of Publishing 
Train Schedules. 


Commission Has Taken Matter 
Up With President C. A. 
Wickersham, of ‘Terminal 
Station Board. 


Chairman S. G. McLendon, of the 
railroad commission, has taken up witn 
the railroads the matter of more com- 
plete" and systematic publication of 
passenger schedules in the Atlanta pa- 
pers, with regard to which two organ- 
izations of traveling men so emphat- 
ically complained in resolutions adopt- 
ed at meetings held Saturday night. 

The commission had received com- 
plaints feom traveling men prior to the 
passage of these protesting resolutions, 
showing that great hardship to: the 
traveling public was fnvolved in the 
irregular, scattered and unsystematic 
Manner of publishing the schedules 
here, a complaint which applies to no 
other city in the state. 

As a representative of the ralilroads 
centering in Atlanta, being the chief 
Officer of the Terminal station, Chair- 
man McLendon has taken the matter 
up with President C. A. Wickersham, 
of the Aglanta and West Point, sug- 
gesting that more general and -com- 
plete publication of local schedules be 
made. The chairman is gee tag that 
an amicable arrangement’ to this effect 
can be made. 

Chairman McLendon’s letter to Presi- 
dent Wickersham is as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., March 6, 1909.—Mr. C. A. 
Wickersham, President, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: The attention of the com- 
mission has been called to the unsatis-. 
factory nner in which the various 
railroads entering Atlanta publish 
their schedules. I have looked into this 
matter, and find that the publications 
are scattered through different papers, 
and some of them are intermittent in 
their publication. You are the chief 
officer, I believe, of the Terminal sta- 
tion and the Union station, and there- 
fore I take the matter = 4 with you, 
becauSe you can handle it more ex- 
peditiously with all the lines than this 
office could do it. I tnelose you, on a 
separate sheet of paper, a condensed 
time card showing the arrival and de- 
parture of all the passenger trains on 
all the roads entering Atlanta. It 
seems to me that the railroads could 


‘all join and print this schedule in one 


morning paper and in at least one aft. 
ernoon paper, or, better still, in both 
afternoon papers, and divide the ex- 


basis of the number of trains adver- 
tised or, what would amount to the 
same thing, the amount of space oc- 
cupied. It occurs to me that this 

would give the maximum of informa- 
retro at the minimum cost. 

When you were in the office the other 
dav discussing the question of the 
transportation of explosives, my recol. 
lection is, you stated that there would 
be a meeting next week of the various 
lines, at which time you would get for 
me the latest detailed information as 
fo loss and damage from the transpor- 
tation of explosives and inflammables 
in Georgia. I wish you would at the 
same time take up with the lines the 
subject of the joint publication Of a 
condensed time card such as suggested. 
The public is entitled to knowledge, 
and the rules of the commission require 
the publication of schedules. Please 
confer at your earliest convenience 
with ‘all the lines interested, and let 
me hear from vou. Yours, very trily, 
Ss. G. McLENDON, Chairman. 


Doubt.as te Prison Farm, 

There tg a rumor about the capito! to 
the effect that Governor Smith may dis- 
approve the selection of a state prison 
farm by the prison commission, to be 
made this week, although no One 4p- 
pears to know what particular tract of 
land the commission has decided upon, 
if it has reached any decision at all. 

It is stated, however, that the com- 
mission has narrowed down to four 
tracts under consideration, and that 
careful and detailed examination of these 
is now being made. 

It is expected that the commission will 
arrive at conclusion when it meets t0o- 
morrow as to which of these tracts will 
be acceptable as a prison farm for the 
white convicts. 

The commission will then have to make 
report to Governor Smith, who must pass 
upon its action. 

If the governor disapproves the selec- 
tion. there will be involved a large 
amount of work in going again into the 
question, and the state will not be able 
to make a crop this season. 

It is reported, however, that the gov- 
ernor takes the position that the com- 
mission is responsible for the delay in 
securing a farm, and not he. 

At any rate, the matter will come to 
a crisis this week, and there is wide in- 
terest in the outcome all over the state, 


Insurance Compantes Barred. 


As the result of their failure to com- 
ply with a well-known law, seventeen 
insurance companies, which have been 
doing business in Georgia for the last 
year, are barred from continuing in the 
state during the next six months. 

This law requires that each insurance 
company shall fe a statement of its

ary | and July !. Failure to do this 
and to publish such statement in a 
newspaper of general circulation; oper- 
ates as forfeiture of license for the 
next six months’ period.
